QUARANTINE AT QUEBEC—MORTALITY AT 
- MONTREAL—THE ASIATIC SCOURGE. 

Guanec. Oct. 9.—All incoming trains are now 
boarded by duly-appoinied physicians, who 
quarantine all persons. who refuse to be vac 
cinated and canaot i certificates that they 
have been. 

MONTREAL, Que., Oct. 9. Official returns at 
the Health Office today show that there were 
forty-six deaths from simali-pox in this city 
yesterday, two in Cote St. Louis,. one ia St. 
Jean Baptiste, and one in St. Henri. 

NiaGarRa FALLS, Out., Oct. 9.—-{ Special. |— 
On account of the alarming state ot the small- 
pox scourge in the Dominion: the New York 
State Board of Health deemed it necessary to 


take some steps to prevent the disease from 


entering the Unit States from this point. 
The officials of the Grand Trunk and Michigan 
Central Railways were notified that Dr. Briggs 
would be bere to Make some arrangements to 
that effect today. This noon Dr. Briggs and 
Messrs. Thornton, Keene, Putnam, Mo- 


Pherson, Campbell and Willoughby, sanitary 


inspectors of Buffalo, arrived here aud met 
Superintendent J. E. Dawson of the Grand 
Trunk and R. B. Turner, Local Superintendent 
of the Michigan Central Railway, and agreed 
upon and adopted the followmg instructions 
on all persons crossing the frontier here into 
the United States from -Canada. either by rail- 
way cars or otherwise. Through passengers 
from the West are not to be disturped and will 
be allowed to cross the lines without examina- 
tion: 

All local passengers from Canadian points are to 
be examined, and must have been vaccinated with- 
im one yeur, and must produce certificates that 


they have been by some medical officer. These re- 
strictions to take effect at once. 


The railways are making arrangements to. 
have medical men go out and meet their trains 
coming east and bave passengers examined be- 
fore the train arrives at the Falls, so there 
will be no delay here to their passengers after 
arriving. The town authorities on both sides 
of the rivér are making arrangements to 
cause vaccination to be compulsory to their 
citizens, and the health officers have received 
instructions to vaccinate the poor free of 
charge.

Joseph 
Wiege, the oldest conductor on. the Union 
line, was brutally assaulted in the O’Fai- 
lon street riot. His skull was badly 
fractured. He was carried away iasensibie in 
an ambulance, and be is probably fatally in- 
jured. William Jackson, a guest at the South- 
ern Hotel, and chief clerk of the Arlington 
Hotel, Hot Springs, was riding to the fair- 
grounds with a party of friends on a Cass ave- 
nue car this morning when the riot occurred. 
He was struck in the jaw with a rock and bad 
the bone badly fractured and the side of his 
face masbed. 

Between 1 and 2 o’clock Washington avenue, 
between Seventh and Tenth streets, was the 
scene of great excitement. The cars were run 
pientifuily, when a mob began to form on 
Ninth street. Car No. 68 of the Lindell Rail- 
road was completely turned over on it) side. 
There were several ladies in the car, and it was 
turned over so suddenly that one of them came 
near being dumped with it.

THE POLICE HAVE PLENTY TO DO. 

No less than ten cars were put off the track, 
and the police had all they could do to make 
arrests. The Third District patrol wagon ar- 
rested four of the supposed strikers who over- 
turned and put tho cars off the track. At 
Sixth and Locust streets a mob began to form 
around one of the cars which was about to 
turn north, and but for the prompt work of the 
ofhcers there would have beea more damage 
done, and the car, unmolested, proceeded to 
the stables.

THEES-CEN T BEER. 


IT CAUSES NO END OF CONCERN TO THE 
SALOON MEN OF CINCINNATL 
CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 9.—The rapid growth of 
three-cent saloons, or places where beer can 
be purchased for three cents a giass, has 
rather stricken terror to the heart of 
the average saloon man. The standard 
price of beer for some time has been 
$8 per barrel, or $2 per keg. About two weeks 
ago the saloon men succeeded in having tne 
price reduced to $1.76 per keg, or 7 per 
barrel. Afterward they made a proposi- 
tion, asking that deer 
per barrel, and several breweries have 
commenced selling at that price. Now, 
right tnere is where the trouble comés 
in. A Detroit company is meking arrange-- 
ments to start a large number of saloons in the 
city, where beer can be purchased at three 
cents a gluss and a lunch thrownin. This has 
aroused the saloonmean, and at their meeting 
yesterday they took action in regard to the 
matter. Just what was accomplished, 
bowever, was kept secret. It might 
not be out of place to state 
there are already 150 three-cent saioons in this 
city, and that witbif?the last two days three 
places of this kind have opened up on Twelfth 
street, tetween Elm and Vine. It is under- 
stood that the Boss Beer-Brewers’ Association, 
which went to pieces about a year ago, is now 
in a fair way of beimg reorganized.

The coming together of the 
committeemen, however, gave the Executive 
Council of the Republican League a chance to 
make its demands, which the action of the 
Central Committee in meeting Thursday in- 
stead of Friday bad, it ig alleged. been intend- 
ed to forestall, Before the meeting was called 
to order President Compton of the league and | 
Chairman Smyth heid a consultation. While 
it was in progress Sam Raymond of the Eight- 
eenth Ward came in, and when Compton 
wanted to shake bands, called his attention 
to the report in the morning papers 
of the speeches at the meeting 
of the league the previous night. “Did you 
say that?“ he inquired of Compton, referring 
to the strictures on the members of the com- 
mittee. 

“I sald it was the expression of a great 
many Republicans,’ Compton replied. 

“Then you're ad—d liar,” said Raymond 
bluntiy, and I want‘hothing to do with you.“ 

Compton rose to his feet and, shakmg his 
fist under the nose of the member from the 
Eighteenth, retorted: “And you’rea loafer. 


No gentieman would use such language.” 3 

The colloquy was kept up till other members 
interfered. It did not, however, promise weil 
for the subsequent proceedings, and when 
Chairman Smyth called the committee to order 
there was a buzz of expectancy. As soon as 
the roil-call bad been completed Mr. Compton 
asked if a member of the Republican party 
who did not belong on the committee would 
nd beard and allowed to present a communica- 

on. 

The Chair said there was a special order 
which would bave to be first disposed of, and 
cailed for the list of judges and poliing-places 
for the Second and Tuird Commissioner’s Dis- 
tricts. These were handed in, and Mr. Bishee 
moved the adoption of the call as now pre- 
pared.“ This was done unan mousiy, and as 
maiters then stood the committee could have 
afforded to give the league representatives a 
hearing, s nce to grant its demands would 
have been to reconsider and recast the whole 
call, and the difficuities in the way of doing 
thie could easily have been po.nted out. But 
when Mr. Compton again made an effort to 
talk W. E. Kent, the Fifth Ward comm ttee- 
man, objected, and Raymond moved an ad- 
jouroment, which ne withcrew at Mr. Smyth's 
request. The Chair ailowed Mr. Compton to 
hand up the document he had, and instructed 
the Secretary to read t, which wus done. The 
resolution was the one passed by the league 
demanding more precincts tor the primar.es, 
representation in the judtes, eto. When the 
reading had teen completed Mr. Compton 
asked if he could speak to the resolution. 

The chair said it was not usual for outsiders 
to address the committee. but it could be done 
if there were no objections, and it might be 
well to hear what be tad tosay. A dozen ob- 
jections were, however. promrtly made, and 
Mr. Compton was nct aliowed to proceed. 
“Then, gentlemen,“ he said; **you prefer not 
to give us ahearing? Then we will avpeal to 
the people. You have thrown down the gaunt- 
let; yuu have driven us toit. The people will 

take it up and settle it at the polls in November 
next. |Applause.] Let the Executive Commit- 
tee of the league retire.” 

Don't leave vet.“ said Chairman Smyth, 
but the members of the league filed out, throw- 
ing parting sbot at the. Central Committee. 
Aid. Dixon tried to stop Mr. Compton, sug- 
gesting that it was nottoo late for a hearing 
yet, but the latter would not listen. 

The Central Committee then adjourned, aft- 
er which a young man trom the Seventeenth 
Ward tried to present a petition asking tor 
more polling places, but there was no one to 
receive it. It was conceded by members of 
the committee that a mistake had been made 
in not allowing the representatives of the 
league to talk themselves out. Some of the 
members were swarting over the criticisms of 
themselves which had been made at the meet- 
ing the night beitore and wanted a chance to 
call the leuxuers to account. There were also 

some who wanted to sbow why more precincts 
were not necessary at tbe coming primaries, 
and why the Central Comm ttee was entitled 
to respectful treatment from uny versous who 
had a request to preter before it. It was the 
intention to have given tue leaguers a full 
hearing and then to have catechised them re- 
gurdivg the organizations they represented, 
but the feeling of irritauon which followed the 
row between Messrs. Kay mond and Compton up- 
get all the calculations and brought about the 
refusal of the committee to listen to the reso- 
lutions presented to it.

No rss than fifty street-cars are reported 
as demolished in the rioting following the 
street-car men’s ‘strike in St. Louis. 
John Hovey, a bricklayer, one of a crowd 
assaulting a police officer, was shot by an- 
other officer yesterday afternoon and killed. 
Threats of the most violent character were 
made against the police. One conductor 
who attempted to take out a car was assault- 
ed by the mob and had his skull fractured.

A PART of the tremendous acti vity recent-

That section has usual- 
ly drawn largely from St. Louis for its flour 
supplies, but the millers of that city are 
unable to get enough winter wheat to supply 
the demand without bidding up for the wheat 
some four cents per bushel more than they 
ean afford to pay and sell the product in com- 
petition with the flour of the Northwest. 
Either the farmers in the winter-wheat re- 
gions are short of material or they are saving 
it up against the time when they expect to 
realize much higher prices than now. It 
may be remarked that a large part of the 
wheat used in St. Louis since last harvest 
has been-supplied from Indiana. 


CLEVELAND GOES BACK ON THE: 


MUGWUMPS. 

It would satisfy a pressing public curiosity 
if the New York mugwumps would explain 
how they are supporting Mr. Cleveland by 
supporting Mr. Davenport.

The President's declaration for Hill should 
be a strong encourager to Democratic union 
throughout the State.”

THE CROW CREEK SETTLERS. 

According to the orders sent from Wash- 
ington the settlers on the Crow Creek Reser- 
vation have been notified to leave at once, or 
they will be evicted by the military, Many 
of these farmers have abandoned their home- 
steads within the last month, and in a few 
days none of them will be left in the Crow 
Creek district. They are now coming into 
Pierre, Huron, and other Dakota towns, 
where their condition excites general public 
sympathy. Most of them are absolutely 
penniless, as under Cleveland’s arbitrary and 
tyrannical order they were not even permitted 
to gather the crops which they had culti- 
vated during the summer. Nearly all the 
Crow Creek farmers bave families to sup- 
port, and at this season of the year it is ex- 
tremely difficult for them to find employment 
in Dakota. They have no means to go else- 
where in search of work. In a new society 
like that of Dakota there are no organized 
charities to deal with such cases as these, and 
hence the condition of these families who 
have been driven from their homes at the 
approach of winter is pitiable in the extreme. 

The outrage which the President has per- 
petrated on the poor farmers of the Crow 
Creek district is without a circumstance to 
excuse or palliate it. These settlers took up 
their homesteads in perfect good faith after 
President Arthur had issued a proclamation 
declaring the country open to settlement. 
Most of them expended all they had in the 
world getting to Dakota and making a settle- 
ment. They built houses and fences, dug 
wells, and planted such crops as could be 
grown the first year. They labored hard 
thro the spring, summer, and into the fall, 
and cheerfully endured privation and hard- 
ship in the hope of finally securing homes 
for themselves. Now, by the arbitrary, in-

„ G@LASS—WITH CARE.” 

An important discovery has recently been 
made in the manufacture of glass which bids 
fair to revolutionize that art as completely as 
the character of the: iron trade has been 
changed in its methods by the introduction of 
processes for making steel cheaply on a large 
scale. It is in effect that any desired degree 
of hardness, within a rather wide range, may 
be communicated to glass, and that by very 
simple means. It is nothing more than the 
equable distribution of heat through the 
ling. The dis- 
Siemens, and a 
full account of the process appears in the 


current number of Science. 


The difficulty of heating and cooling glass 
at an equal rate throughout is the great 
stumbling-block that has stood in the way of 
success. Without this the material was liable 
to crack or explode, a familigr illustration of 
which is furnished in the breaking of a tum- 
bler when hot water is poured into it, the 
danger of fracture increasing with the thick- 
ness of the glass. The application of radiant 
heat overcomes the first half of the difficulty, 
and the second is obviated by surrounding the 
edges with a material that prevents the heat 
from leaving them more rapidly than that 
from other portions. By placing the glass 
between plates of suitably-prepared metal 
the sottened substance can be embossed with 
any wished-for desigu, and after leaving 
the mold it is four or more times as hard as 
ordinary glass, being in fact so firm in its 
substance that the diamond fails even to 
scratch it. Hence it must be made to exact 
ly the size and shape wanted, but after hav- 
ing been so made it is at least three times as 
strong as ordinary glass of the same thick- 
ness, and appears to be even less liable to 
give way on account of flaws than is cast- 
steel, Castings have already been made of 
floor-plates, grindstones, pulleys, railroad- 
sleepers, etc., and it is believed that its use 
ean be indefinitly extended to many of the 
uses of wood and metal in the arts, and es- 
pecially in the building trades. 

Nothing is said of] the cost of the new 
glass, which is a most important point in de- 
termining the extent to which it will be em- 
ployed for the purposes above noted. But at 
the first blush it would appear to be capable 
of being produced much more cheaply than 
its equivalent in iron or steel. It consists of 
about 15 per cent of potash, 75 per cent of 
silex (sand), smaller quantities of lime and 
alumina, and traces of other material. All 
of the articles named except the first are lit- 
erally as cheap as dirt,“ and potash is not 
very costly; while the quantity of fuel re 
quired is probably less than that needed to 
reduce the ores of iron to the metallic form. 
Hence it is not impossible that. many of 
those now living wil) see tho time when 
people will reside In glass-houses, and not 
be more afraid of throwing stones than if 
they tenanted structures made of ordinary 
bricks and mortar. It needs no great stretch 
of the imagination to look forward in fancy 
to a new era directly resulting from this dis- 
covery. Man has successively passed through 
the stone age, the bronze period, the iron age, 
the golden age, more recently the age of 
steel has dawned upon us, and it has been 
proposed to name this the age of paper. 
Next in order may come the age of glass 
and then ? 


SCIENCE iN CHICAGO, 

The statement is made in one of our ex- 
changes that the scientific societies of this 
city are practically defunct—the Academy of 
Sciences being without a home, and the Dear- 
born Observatory closed up. The facts are 
bad enough, but the latter part of the state- 
ment is not true, and the case is not hopeless 
for the other institutions which were estab- 
lished for the avowed object of promoting 
scientific research. The Academy has had a 
home offered it in Lincoln Park, and the offer 
will probably be accepted; while the Astro- 
nomical Society has not ceased for several 
years past to pay asalary to the Professor 
who is in charge of its telescopes. 

It is true, however, that science does not 
flourish in Chicago, except as it is able to do 
so without the help of cash. There is noth- 
ing to prevent a man or woman from follow- 
ing the bent of his or her inclinations in the 
study of science, provided he or she can do 
so without assistance. Neither is there any 
law to hinder any given number of individu- 
als from associating themselves together for 
the purpose of making themselves wiser. 
This is something to be thankful for, in com- 
parison with the state of things in some 
former times and some other places. But it 
is not much to be proud of by itself, near the 
close of the present century,in a city that 
is 80 prosperous in a wordly sense as is 
Chicago. There is money enough here, 
and some of it has even gone begging 
ere this for employment ina way that would 
do good according to the ideas of the donor, 
if not yield him a little glory in an incidental 
sort of way. It is also true that now-and 
then some of this surplus cash has found its 
way into a scientific channel, but only by fits 
and starts. For instance, our Academy of 
Sciences bas a collection of which any com- 
munity might well be proud, and has num- 
bered on its list of members men who have 
achieved a high niche in the temple of fame 
as investigators. Wemay name Kennicott, 
Stimpson, and Foster among the dead, and 
leave the living to speak for themselves or to 
be spoken of after they have passed over to 
the silent majority. But the society was 
obliged to give up its building last spring on 
account of impecuniosity, though several of 
our wealthiest citizens are officers of the in- 
stitution, and its collection is now in tem po- 
rary quarters. Similarly the Chicago Astro- 
nomical . Society started out with a big flour- 
ish ot trumpets, and has managed to keep 
out of debt. by resort to the expedient of 
spending nothing during a large part of the 
time it has been in existence. It is now in 
much better shage than for several years suc- 
ceeding the great fire, and is hampered chiefly 
by its unfortunate connection with the Uni- 
versity suit, but is not by any means sold out, 
as some think—its case being still under con- 
sideration by the United States Court.

slavery North had in England during its strug- 
gie with slavery. The material aid and en- 
couragement of the British to the Secession- 
ists prolonged the War fully two years, as the 
Rebels implieitly believed all the time that En- 
gland was on the eve of intervening in their 
behalf, and they struggled on in that expect- 
ancy to the last extremity. The constant ex- 
hibitions of sympathy and support filled them 
with that belief. But Russia threatened to 
side with the North if England drew her sword 
for the South, and it was also feared in Down- 
mg street and in Westminster that a declara- 
tion of war against the North by England 
would have the effect of converting the Cop- 
perhead Democrats into active supporters of 
Lincoln and the Union, and the consequence 
would be the conquest of Canada and the de- 
feat of the British and Rebels in the South. 
So England refrained from making war on the 
Union States; but it was no love of the North 
or its cause that withheld her hand from 
striking.

FIRES. 


MORE DEVASTATION ON THE PRAIRIES— 
LOSSES AT SAN FRANCISCO — EASTERN 
BLAZES—A GENERAL RECORD. , 

Prerce, Neb., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—A terrible 
and widespread prairie fire is raging in the 
northeastern part of this (Pierce) county and 
in the adjoining Counties of Cedar, Wayne, 
and Knox. A high wind has been blowing the 
last twenty-four hours, and the great fire has 
been traveling with remarkable rapidity. The 
hay on every farm in the course of the fire 
has been swept off. Many settlers have lost 
barns, sheds, and outhouses, and one man his 
dweiling-place, All the hay on the Logan bot- 
toms, which had been put up for the cattle 
on Col. Offs Cedar County ranch, a farm 
containing 6,000 acres, has been destroyed. 
There are many large herds of cattle in that 
region, and as the hay bas been destroyed the 
loss will bé very severe on the stockmen. The 
fire, which seems to bave started about the 
centre of Knox County, just below the Santee 
Sioux Indian Reservation, has been beating 
south against a strong wind, which has mate- 
rially staid its progress. Should this wind sud- 
denly let up the fire may penetrate the south- 
ern border of this county and work iacaicula- 
ble damage. 

NxwOnL AAS, La., Oct. 9.—[Special. |—Early 
this morning the Lake Perk House at West 
End, a famous resort on Lake Pontchartrain, 
was destroyed by fire resulting from some un- 
known cause. It was owned by Harry Dressel 
and used as a restaurant and saloon. There 
being no engine at hand the fire burned its 
course out, destroyed the building, ignited the 
planking of the West End Railroad track, and 
destroyed about 400 feet of it. The switch- 
house of the raifroad was also destroyed. Loss 
about $60,000, fully covered by insurance in 
local companies. 

Devit’s Laks, Dak., Oct. 9.—[Special.]— 
While the record of loss by prairie fires for 
the last two weeks will not compare with the 
terrible destruction visited upon other regions, 
the agaregate loss in the Devil's Lake land 
district is tar from trifiinmg. Fully 15,000 bush- 
els of wheat, 500 busbeis of oats, and 200 tons 
of hay have been destroyed. Near Church's 

the area burned over is six miles wide 
and fourteen miles long. 

Ban Francisco, Cal.. Oct. 9.—The loss sus- 
tained by Schweitzer, e Saces & Co., dealers in 
fancy goods, in the Crocker Building fire will 
probably reach $150,000. They carried $600,000 
worth of stock and $260,000 insurance, chiefly 
among English and Continental companies. 

Charles Crocker telegrapbed $5,000 from New 
Torx today in aid of the families of firemen 
who were killed or injured at the fire. 

The Legislature at its last session passed a law 
reguiring all foreign-incorporated insurance 
companies to pay 1 percent of the receipts for 
permiums as: a fund to aid the sick 
and disabled firemen and needy families of 
deceased firemen. The act will take effect 
Dec. 1 next. It will vield a fund of about 
$12,000 a year. It is stated today that the in- 
surance companies interested will resist ¢om- 
pliance with the law. 

BisMARCK, Dak., Oct. 9.— [Special.] Three 
prairie fires were started near this city today 
by sparks from engines on the Northern Pa- 
cific Road. One fire was sturted within the 
city limits, and, passing nortb, destroyed a 
large amount of property. This fire is still 
raging, and, like all previous prairie blases, it 
is beyond control of the farmers.

| Unforeseen aceident occurs Gen. Newton's 


mining operations at Fiood Rock will be 
brought to a successful conclusion at 11 
o'clock tomorrow morning, and that solid mass 
which has obstructed the entrance to New 
York harbor from the east will be shattered 
into fragments. The workmen were busy all 
day today tearmg down tbe buildings which 


| have been used during the engineering opera- 


tions of the last nine years and loading the 
boards and timbers on barges to be floated 
away. Nothing will be left standing 
on the rock tomorrow morning but 
the uprights: of the shaft and the 
little battery-house near them, all of which 
are to be blown up with the rock. The two 
great sipbons were set to work at 10 o'clock 
this morning to flood the excavation, and at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon enough water had 
poured through them to fill nearly one-third. 
The excavation will be flooded by 5 o’clock to- 
morrow morning, and all that will remain to 
be done then will be to explode the great mine. 
The wire by means of which this is to be done 
had not been laid today, but was to be 
stretched across and under the river at some 
time before daylight. It will connect the heavy 
bichromate battery on the rock, from which 
forty wires will extend down the main shaft 
and connect with the cartridges. The land end 
of the wire will connect with a smaller 
battery in a little. building which 
stands on the dock just to the north 
of the Astoria ferry slip, and is estimated to 
be about 1,000 feet from 
the distance beyond which the engineers con- 
nected with the work believe that there will 
be no danger. Nevertheless, to guard against 
all possible accident, no person will be 
allowed in the battery building 
in Astoria except the engineers 
and whoever may be designated by Gen. New- 
ton to fire the mine. All the houses on the 


Astoria shore within 1,000 feet of Flood Rock . 


will be cleared ot their occupants, and no per- 
son or vessel will be allowed within the 
proscribed limits until after the explosion has 
taken place. A party of twenty-five engineers 
from Willett’s Point, divided into three squads, 
started out on Long Island last evening to 
make scientific tests of the explosion. One 
squad, under Lieuts. Langford and Water- 
man, went to Bay Shore. Another squad, 
under command of Lieuts. Hale ‘and 
Epencer, went to Patchogue, and the destina- 
tion of the third squad, in charge of Lieut. 
Giilyard, was Springfield. The engineers, with 
the aid of their instruments, will note how long 
it took for the suock to be felt at those points, 
and to what degree the shock was felt. 
Patchogue and Bay Shore border on the 
water, while Springfield is inland. Patchogue 
is sixty miles, Bay Shore forty miles, and 
Springfield fifteen miles from the scene of the 
explosion. Nearly 800,000 pounds of dynamite 
will be exploded.

The Rev. Robert F. White, pastor of the 
Methodist chureh at Purdy’s Stataon, N. T., 
was arrested yesterday afternoon on a warrant 
sworn out against him by Elfreda Robinson of 
the Town of Biaverack, in Columbia County, 
temporarily residing with a Mrs. Goss 
in Smg Sing. She charges Mr. White 
with hbaving assaulted her June 11. 
1884, in North Salem, Westchester County. The 
officer found Mr. White &t his home and 
brought him before a Justice in the evening to 
answer the charge. The case was adjourned 
until Oct. 19, and tne prisoner was released in 
$1,000 bail. The story of the intimacy of the 
complainant and detendant is that Mr. White's 
wife and the wife of a Rev. Mr. Goss 
ot Phillmont, N. F., were  school- 
mates, and the complainant, Eltreda 
Robinson, is a sister of Mrs. Goss. As Mrs. 
White desired some one to live with ber and 
help her in her household affairs, Miss Rob- 
inson accepted the position. She says 
that June 11, 1884, during the absence of 
his wife, he assaulted her at their residence. 
The 15th of last March she gave birth toa 
child while in a hospital in Aibany. Mr. 
White admitted, it is alleged, the pater- 
nity of the child, and agreed to pay 
all expenses. affair got out, 
and as a consequence the Presiding 
Elder of the district appointed an investigat- 
ing committee to get the facts in the case. 
After hearing the whole story they reported 
that the charge was not proved. He conse- 
quently was exonerated, and nothing more 
was done until a short time ago, when 
he sent a statement to Miss Robinson 
tor her to sign, exonerating him from all 
blame in'the matter and virtually denying the 
paternity of the child. She refused to sign 
the paper. Then it was decided to bring this 
suit against him.

THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION. 
ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 

The eleventh annual report of the Citizens’ 
Association has just been issued. It appears * 
in the form of a small pamphiet of thirty-two 
pages, and consists of a review of the work of 
the association in the interest of the pubiic for 


tion of the registry lists and the house-to-house 
canvass made for the purpose of verifying 
them, by which many frauds were prevented. 
It then touches upon the Leman- Brand 
fraud, which, so says the report, was not the 
work of novices, but apparently of men driven 
to ruin by their own desperation. It highly 
commends the men who have patiently and 
persistently followed the miscreants to convic- 
tion, and asserts that whatever may be the re- 
sult of the proceedings subsequent to convic- 
tion, the proceedings already taken will give a 
telling blow to such frauds as had been per- 
petrated in the city up to the time of the oc 
currence, | 

Following closely upon the conclusion of the 
first trial of the offenders occurred the mu- 
nicipal election of April, and a committee was 
formed for the purpose of pursuing the same 
course which had proved effectual in the Presi- 


dential contest, and its operations unques- 


tionably checked although they could not en- 
tirely prevent election frauds. Mention isalso 
made of the influence which the association 
has had in reducing the payment to the so- 
called. tin-star constables appointed by the 
County Board to serve as a ice force during 
the election, ite agitation and defeat of 
the ($1,000,000 loan proposed by § the 
County Board, and also of the various bills 
introduced by its agents and carried through 
the State Legislature. The principal bills are 
one in regard to the draiuage of the district 
surrounding Chicago, another against the adul- 
teration of food, and another prescribing ne 
election laws. 
THE ELECTION LAW. 

In regard to the election law the report says: 
It found to be constitutional and adopted by 
the people, and faithfully administered, its 
effects will be those of a new charter and bill 
of rights to all the municipal corpora- 
tions which adopt it. When we recall 
to wmind occurrences at the re 
cent elections held in this city the 
outrages committed through fraudulent ballots 
and returns, the theft of ballot-boxes, and the 
personal assaults to which peaceable citizens 
have been subjected in the endeavor to exer- 
cise their lawful right as electors, we are lost 
in wonder at the submission of free and intelli- 
gent men for so long a time to such an abom- 
iaable system as our election laws present to 
view. Let us promptly avail ourselves of the 
present opportunity of throwing off at once 
and forever such terrible oppression. The 
adoption of the new law will be the second 
great blow struck at election frauds and cor- 
ruption in this city.” | 


DRAINAGE AND WATER SUPPLY. 

The report then proceeds to deal with the 
subjects of drainage and water supply. It is 
held that the condition of the river was 
improved by the closing of the Ogden Ditch, 
the flow from which had been neutralizing the 
action of the Bridgeport pumping-works. 
With regard to the water supply,’’ says the 
report, we have not changed our views as to 
the necessity of erecting central pumping- 
works in the business part of the city, and, as 
occasion shows the need, of additions to our 
present facilities in other localities. We 
cannot too strongly .condemn prac- 
tice, of allowing part of the city 
sewage to into lake, and we put 
little faith in the statements that such a course 
can be pursued wirbeut contaminating the 
water used for bousehoid purposes; pumping 
from the river into tne lake by the Fullerton 
avenue pumps should not be allowed. The 
proper course of the sewage is to the south- 
ward through the canal or some similar outlet, 
and when the facilities for sendms it that way 
are complete there can be no better piace to 
take pure water from than the present crib.’’ 

The appointment of a commission of compe- 
tent engineers, as already proposed by mem- 
bers of the Council, is suggested as the best 
means of solving the problem, 


STENCHES, SMOKE, ETO. 

The subject of stenches next receives atten- 
tion. Although partly abated there has been 
recently some annoyance occasioned from a re- 
vival of old smells emanating trom famillar 
localities. In view of the most recent inven- 
tions for drying by cold air, and improvements 
in other apparatus, it is held that there is no 
excuse whatever for the existence of this 
nuisance as far as the rendering ana fertilizing 
establishments are concerned. 

Space is devoted to the discussion of the 
smoke ordinance, which the associatx 2 thinks 
should be enforced in the buildings of the city 
and county as well as of private individuals, 
fast trains which defy the law, the obstruction 
of the streets by the builders of new houses, 
and also to the subject of telegraph wires and 
poles. The companies are said to be making 
progress in putting wires under ground, and 
the undertaking is said to be one of such great 
magnitude that it cannot be conveniently hur- 


r. ed. 
USURY. 

Of usury the report says: 

“The practice of taking excessive usury on 
small loans to poor people was brought very 
forcibly to our attention early last winter, and 
a thorough examination of the subject was 
made and a report thereon published. A very 
considerable modification of these unlawful 
practices has followed their exposure; we are 
prepared to advise and assist worthy debtors in 
proper attempts to protect themselves against 
imposition of this kind. Some means should 
be provided to supply deserving poor persons 
with means to tide over a financial difficulty 
without excessive charges tor interest, and we 
have a plan in view which will be made public 
at no distant date.“ 

The report rejoices in the absence of lotter- 
ies, by which the poorer classes. were swindied 
for so long a time. It says that the communt- 
ty has been gratified at the recent movement 
against public gaming-houses by the city 
authorities. It adds: “In our gratulations 
at this auspicious event, we will not stop 
to inquire why this was not done a long time 
since; speculation on that point has exhausted 
itself; let us hope that the movement was an 
earnest and hearty spontaneity, and that it 
will be carried out further, until these vile but 
allering dens are totally wiped away. There 
is much more to be dene in the same direc- 


In discussing the action of the police force 
in the Cribben & Sexton and the West Division 
Railway strikes, the report states that their ac- 
tion as reported to the association involved fla- 
grant neglect of duty. It is in such great 
and important disturbances,”’ it says, that 
the efficiency or inefficiency of a police force is 
demonstrated.

THEY OBJECT TO PAYING ASSESSMENTS FOR 

THE BENEFIT OF VILLAGES MILES AWAY 
FROM THEIR FARMS. | 

Quite a number of farmers of the Township 


- of Proviso and residents of Melrose, May wood, 


Harlem, and River Forest, incorporated vil- 
lages of the towiighip, attended the meeting of 
the Joint Committee on Judiciary and Roads 
and Hridges of the County Board yesterday, 
when that body was to consider the petition of 
the farmer population of the township to be 
separated from the village population of it on 


} the grounds that the farmers were heavily 


taxed by the officers elected by the villages for 
benefits in the way of road improvements 
that they never received. The petition of the 
farmers contained’ 108 signatures, but it was 
tition signed by 285 
villagers asking that first petition be not 
granted. 

Commissioner McClaughrey presided, and 
Commissioners Kiehm, Leach, MacDonald, J. 
J. McCarthy, Senne, and Wren were present. 
The farmers were represented by Mr. J. Hum- 
a and the villagers by Mr. F. J. Griffith. 
Mr. Humphery said that the villagers have the 
majority vote and can easily elect the Highway 
Commissioner, who orders such improvements 
in roads and by-ways as he sees t. 
In reality over two-thirds of these improve- 
ments are made u the streets of the villages, 
and are consequently of no benefit to the farm- 
ers living from sevento ten miles away in the 
the southwestern portions of the township. 
Mr. Humpbery ncluded saying that his 
chente were desirous of cutting loose from the 
incorporated villages and establishing a new 
town in the outside districts to be called 
Grant. 

Mr. Griffith, on behalf of the 2 said 
‘that the farmers were complaining without 
cause; that the villagers paid more than their 
fair share of assessments for improvements. 
He challenged the farmers to show -any real 
‘cause for their desire to split-up the town.

In many respects Mr. Frank B. Sanborn is 
admirably fitted to write the life of Capt. John 
Brown of Osawatomie and Harpers Ferry. 
With the exception of Fred Dougiass there is 
probably no living wan who had bis confidence 
sc fully, or who knows so much of the history 
of that obscure period which extends from the 
time when Brown's special activity in Kansas 
ceased to the day when he electrified the coun- 


try by bis attack on slavery in Virginia. All 


the documentary evidence that now exists has 


probably been seen and used by the writer, and | 


be bas had the benefit of the personal know!l- 
edge of all those who ever knew anything 


about Brown or his plans. Nearly all that any 


one Cares to know about Brown and his life 
can be found here. But in certain other re- 
spects Mr. Sanborn is not so well qualified for 
his task as one would be to whom Brown was 
not so much of a hero, and to whom his 
every utterance was not of so much Wlue. 
Besides this, be says that Brown was ‘divinely 
inspired,“ and that Srown himself thought 
80; though be does not give the much-to-be- 
desired evidence to prove these two interesting 
points. But, believing in the divine inspiration, 
the writer naturally would hate to leave out 
the least jot or tittle of the utterances of the 
inspired one. Hence it comes that the book is 
altogether too long for the readmg of the gen- 
eration that has come into being since 1859. 
Many of the earlier letters might profitably 
have been omitted, and much which is weil 
known to the public might have been con- 
densed. It is also painfully evident that Mr. 
Sanborn does not know how to write a book, 
and it is hard to beileve that the present one 
has been labored over for a quarter of a cent- 
ury. Much of it is bunglingly put together, 
and the letters so vexatiously misplaced that it 
is a labor to find the right sequence of events. 

Mr. Sanborn tells with detail the ancestry of 
Brown, his life asa boy and asa young man, 
his business experiences—mainiy turning out 
badiy—and his final settlement at North E'ba, 
N. T., where he now lies. His early hatred of 
Siavery, and the various plans which he formed 
to fight it, are also given. Much space natur- 
ally is devoted to his Kansas career, especially 
that part of it which bas been most recently 
discussed by the Rev. Mr. Utter of this city and 
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to the earth on 
which we live; but the absence of such infor- 
does not abate his interest in 
the record of Polar exploration, and those who 
are aware of the fact have an additional rea- 
sou for desiring more light on the subject. 

The record of exploration of the Polar re- 
gions is thickly dotted with the names of citi- 
zens of the United States who have taken part 
in the work. and fully sh its dangers and 
privations as well as ite glories.

De Long) undertook to navigate 
the Northwest Passage through to the Pacific 
Ocean in one season and to discover, if possi- 
bie, further records of the Erébus and Terror, 
the shipa which constituted the expedition or 
Sir John Frankiin in 18145. He was stopped by 
the ice and was unable to accomplish either 
object of bis expedition. Lieut. Schwatka 
three years later renewed the search for the 
records. In this he was unsuccessful, but 
his explorations, extending through 
a period of twenty-seven months, have 
added much to our Knowledge of the geogra- 
He set sail trom New 
York in the Eothen in June, 1878. In April, 
1879, he began his siedge-journey of 3.250 
miles—the longest ever made—and which he 
was eleven months in accomp.ishing. He was 
accompanied by thirteen Innuit men, women, 
and children. On their sleds, which were 
drawn by forty-two dogs, they carried a weight 
of 6,000 pounds. Their course was nortb- 
northwest. The 3d of July they were at Cape 
Felix, the most northern pont of King Will 
jam Land; and from this point they turned 
again southward. Their hardships were very 
great. Often thoy had to wade through treach- 
erous frozen torrents, or over ground covered 
with sharp stones, trom which their feet were 
ill-protected by soft sealskin boots. Their fare 
was often scanty and poor. frequent snow- 
storms heid them in camp for days at a time— 
m one iustance for thirteen days. Durihg all 
the long winter through which their journey 
was prosecuted the coid was always severe and 
sometimes terrible. The temperature

63°, and for February 45°. The loweat 
temperature for each of these months was, 
respectively, 69° F., 71°, and 69°. For sixteen 
days the party endured a temperature whose 
average was 100° below the freezing point—the 
lowest temperature ever experienced by white 
men in the fleid. It was in tne course of this 
remarkable sledge journey that the most of 
the hunting exploits which are recorded in the 
volume under notice occurred.

CORN IN MANY LOCALITIES A BIG AVERAGE 
—POTATOES WILL GIVE A LIGHT YIELD— 
GENERAL NEWS. 

ing bis recent visit to this city Prot. E. D. Por- 
ter of the Minnesota State Agricuitural Col- 
lege said that, commencing with next spring, 
he proposed to issue a monthly bulletin from 
the college whica would contain weather and 
crop reports from all parts of the State and an 
account of the work that has been going on at the 
experimental farm near St. Paul. Stations for 
observing the weather, etc., will be established 
in every township in the State and will be 
placed in charge of competent men. This 
builetin will be. especially for farmers and wil! 
be sent to them. During the coming winter 
the Professor will hold a series of farmers’ 
institutes throughout the State. 

OWATONNA, Minn., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—rall 
plowing is almost completed in Southern Min- 
nesota. Thrashing is progressmg nicely, and 
it is now expected that the yieid in this county 
will average ten bushels per acre. All work is 
far advanced. Potatoes are all dug and are 
ot asuperior quality, and corn-husking is pro- 
gressing rapidiy, being the earliest husking 
seen in this section for years. Corn is soft in 
most instances, yet there will be almost an 
average yield. The quality is damaged from 
Oats and barley are reported 
as bemg of more than an average in quality 
and quantity. Cattie and hogs are doing nice- 
ly, and farmers are happy, anticipating a rise 
in the price of wheat. 

SHELBYVILLE, III., Oct. 9.—[Special.|—This 
vicinity bas been visited by severe frosts for 
the last two nights. The corn crop was well 
out of the way and will sustain littie if any 
damage. Thecrop will be considerably above 
the average, but scarcely up to the expecta- 
tions of two or three weeks ago. Farmers are 
through seeding, and, while the acreage sown 
to wheat is considerably less than last year, 
yet the ground has been put ia better condi- 
tion and is likely to stand the winter better. 
The apple crop will be only fair. Potatoes are 
plentifui and unusually fine. Farmers in the 
northern part of the county are much dis- 
turbed by the appearance of cholera among 
their swine, and in otber portions of the county 
the bay crop is reported short. 

CENTRALIA, III., Oct. 9.—[Special.J]—It has 
been raining bere for about ten days, which 
has caused the wheat sown to take deep. root. 
A large amount of apples ure stili being 
shippped. In the vicinity of Salem, this coun- 
ty, the corn has been damaged 35 per cent by 
chinch-bugs. A heavy frost fell last Monday 
night and ice was in many places visible. The 
weather is pow clear and quite cool. 

Morais, III., Oct. 9.—([Speciai.| — Monday 
night was our first heavy frost of the season 
and it was very much : In many sec- 
tions of the country the continued wet weather 
of the last few weeks had caused the standing 
corn to mold and in many cases it had 
sprouted upon the stalk, put this frost wiil 
check the growth and give it an opportunity 
to barden, as up to the present time the corn 
bas been unusually soft. 

MATTOON, III., Oct. 9.— Special. I— The new 
crop of wheat is up, and the flelds look green. 
There is no depredation from grasshoppers. 
The smaliness of the acreage, as compared 
with that of vrevious years, is noticeabie. 
Plenty of farmers have sowed none at all. It 
will probably not average five acres to the 
farm. Corn is out of the way“of frost, and is 
being gathered for feeding purposes. It will 
be three weeks yet before it is ready to cut. 

HILLSBORO, IX., Oct. 9.— Special.] — The pros- 
pect for a large corn crop was never better in 
this section. It is now out of danger of frost, 
and is maturmg rapidly. Wheat sowing is 
about completed, an average acreage being 
sown. The potato crop is good, and, in fact, 
ail kinds of vegetables are abundant. 

Cuester, III., Oct. 9.—{Special.}—It has been 
sbowery here for the last three days, but 
cleared up brightly today. The rain has been 
of great advantage to growing crops, which 
had begun to suffer from dry weather. Eariy 
corn is on the Market at 35 cents per bushei, 
and is of fine quality. Of the late corn it can 
be said that the crop will reach the full aver- 
age in the bottom lands and will be fairly good 
on the hills. Much of the early-sown wheat is 
up and in fine condition. Much remains to be 
sown on the uplands, the delay in seeding hav- 
ing been caused by the dry weather. Root 
crops of all kinds promise a fair yield. 

LENA, LiL, Oct. 9.—[{Special. |—About halt an 
inch of snow fell last night, but it disappeared 
under the morniug’s sun. The potato crop in 
this vicinity is almost a failure and in many 
piaces the yield will be but 25 per cent of the 
average crop. Corn is good, but the yield wiil 
not meet the anticipations formed by its ap- 

ce one month ago. The kerneis are not 
well filled out and are loose on the cob. Its 
present condition is due to the disastrous ef- 
fects of the recent wet weather. 

ODELL, III., Oot. 9.—|Special.|—The largest 
corn crop raised in this (Livingston) county for 
twelve years is now almost ready to be gathered. 
All that is now needed is two weeks of cool, 
dry weather to dry it out, and it will then be in 
good condition to crib. Fall feed is unusually 
good, and stock is doing finely. 

Stertine, III., Oct. 9. — [Special.|— The 
weather cleared up last Tuesday nicht with a 
heavy frost, forming ice as thick as heavy pa- 
per, but did no damage except to late garden 
truck. The corn was out of the way, and is a 
dae crop in this county. There will be no soft 
corn, and the yield will be fully up to the aver- 
age of good years. : 

WapsasH, Ind., Oct. 9.—|Special.]—Wheat 
sowing in this county is completed, the acre- 
age being considerably smaller than that of 
last year. Much of the early-sown grain has 
been damaged by grasshoppers, but that sown 
late is growing finely. corn crop is now 
entirely matured, and both in quantity and 
quality is far superior to that of last year. 
Fruit of all kinds in this section is a failure. 

EVANSVILLE, Iud., Oct. 9,—[Special. |—Great 
damage was done in this section and the Green 
Kiver beit to the tobacco crop by the heavy 
frost last night, especially in the low 
lands. Uplands did not suffer much. There 
will be considerable loss, however, from the 
overhaste of several who are cutting 


the green leaf, hoping thereby to save some 


of it. 
WHITE PIGEON, Mich., Oct. 9.—[Special. |— 
The acreage of winter wheat sown in 
Josepb County during 18 is fully up to 
the average d the last five years. The 
very warm weather during the last two weeks, 
up to the present week, has been very favor- 
able for the working of the Hessian fly, and re- 
ports of its appearance and damage to crops 
come in from ali points. Some fields are already 
damaged 50 per cent, while afew farmers are 
their fields. eariy-sown wheat 
iss the most.

Lake Monoxk, N. V., Oct. 9.—In the Indian 
Civilization Conference here this morning Dr. 
Rboades reported back from the Business 
Committee the platform recommended, an- 
nouncing that in its modified form it received 
the unanimous approval of nine-representa- 
tives of the various views which have found 
expression during the conference. 

A general discussion of the different points 
of the platform was then commenced. It was 
opened by Dr. Lyman Abbott, who touched on 
the question of setting aside evil treaties. 
„No one here, he said, desires to break any 
contract the breaking of which would bring 
him profit, but if we have made contracts that 
are working injury to others, a bad promise 16 
better broken than kept. It is never right to 
do wrong. not even it you have agreed to do 
the wrong. If a treaty is found to require 
wrong-doing, itshould beset aside. If we have 
fastened a millstone around the neck of an 
Indian by a treaty-cord, it should be our first 
duty to cut the cord. 

Dr. Abbott spoke also of the evil of the res- 
ervation system as biocking all civilization, and 
urged its speedy abolition. 

“BISHOP” OBERLY TALKS. 
Mr. Jobn H. Oberly, Superintendent of In- 


dian Schools under Secretary Lamar, respond- 
ed toa call upon him. His address had refer- 


ones to the management of Indian educational 


affairs under the present Administration. He 


dad Senator Dawes and Dr. Abbott were ap- 


proaching the same point from opposit direc- 
tions. The Senator would do good by waiting 
and keeping his word. The doctor would keep 
faith by not waiting and not keeping his word, 
but each sincerely desired to benefit the red 
men. On entering office as a Democrat he 
found the educational interests of the country 
progressing, but under ho system. There were 
various kinds ot schools on the reservations, 
but the teachers had not, as a rule, been 
selected for their fitness, but to help the 
agent piece out his salary or for pa, 
litical reasons. The agent could make his 
wife and daughter teachers or his son a farm- 
er, or could make appointments to please him- 
self or the members of Congress who had se- 
cured his appointment. How, he asked, is 
this to be remeaied? Fortunately, be had en- 
tered office under a civil-service Administra- 
tion. He could not remove a teacher because 
he was a Republican, but when a Vacancy oc- 
curs because of resignation, death, or offensive 
partisanship he proposed to appoint a compe- 
tent Democrat. His policy was to make no re- 
movals because of politics, but ever so many 
removals for inefficiency. He had not made 
many changes yet, because it was a slow Ad- 
ministration, but he proposed to thoroughiy 
change the old plan by which the whole busi- 
ness has been controlled by party politics, and 
he knew the conference would be gratified that 
hereafter, for the first time, they could rejoice 
in the separation of the work of Indian educa- 
tion from politics. 

After securing good teachers he proposed 
to secure pupiis by compelling the heads of 
families to send their children to school or lose 
their rations. 

He condemned the present system of teach- 
ing. The list of text-books to be found in Ina- 
dian schoois is a quarter of a mile long and 
embraces the. works of every Republican 
school-book publisher in the country. He did 
not think much of this pretended text-book 
education. He would teach the Indian not 
only the simple rudiments, but what might be 


calied polities the structure of the Govern- 
ment; his rights of property and person; the 


wrong system of his fathers, and how to 
work and earn a living. He did not think 
much of teaching boys trades which they 
could not utilize. After educating the boys 
he suggested teaching them cattle-raising, al- 
lowing them to contract with white men to 
take berds on their reservations and return 
them when calied for, all the work on the 
reservations to be done by Indians. He also 
favored assisting them to raise cattle for them- 
seives. Mr. Oberly said in conclusion: “I 
to make some radical changes, for I be- 
lieve that only thrcugh the schoo/-house can 
the Indian be led into the light of civiliza- 
Hon. 
The address was punctuated with frequent 
applause, and at its conclusion the new Super- 
intendent received warm words of praise for 


_his avowed policy from Gen. Armstrong, Com- 


missioner McMichael, and Senator Dawes. The 
resolutions were then adopted unanimously. 

The Hon. Erastus Brooks offered resolutions 
concerning the death of Mrs. Helen Hunt 
Jackson. :

CONCERNING TREATIES. 

Last evening Miss Alice C. Fletcher read a 
paper on the action of the Government toward 
‘the Indians in the matter of treaties. Upon its 
conclusion brief remarks were made by Com- 
missioners Smiley, Lyon, and Whittiesey of the 
Indian Board in defense of the honesty and 
efficiency with which the annual supplies are 
purchased for the Indians. Commissioner Lyon 
said that of his own knowledge no wholesale 
merchant in the country purcbases his goods 
as cheaply as the Governwest does. The bid- 
ders have learned that the competition is hon- 
est, the lowest responsibie bidder always re- 
ceiving the award, and, as the Government is 
& large buyer and pays cash, the best goods re- 
quired are offered at prices below the ordinary 
wholesale market prises. 

Miss Fietcber explained that she had no

Her design was simply to show that those 
goods, the distribution of which helped trade,

MAR’S CLAY MODEL. 

The clay model of the heroic bust of Gen. 
Grant dy Howard Kretschmar was completed 
yesterday forenoon and will be on exhibition 
the remaining afternoons of this week at Mr. 
Kretschmar’s studio, No. 242 Wabash avenue. 
The bust is a mate to the heroic bust of Gen. 
Sheridan, which was finished by Mr. Kretsch- 
Mar some time ago. It is valuable as a like- 
ness, but its chief merit consists in the por- 
trayal of the character it represents. It is the 
face of the Old Commander, not the $Presi- 
dent of the United States, nor the dis- 
tmguished citizen after his travels in many 
lands, that Mr. Kretchmar has endeavored to 
immortalize. In idealizing his subject the 
sculptor consulted twenty-nine portraits and 


photographs of the General, the one from 


which be drew most for the facial lines and 
expression being a photograph taken in the 
woods beside the teat of the Commander-in- 
Chief some time before the surrender of Gen. 
Lee. The character of Gen. Grant speaks 
forth distinctly in the expression, which com- 
bines care with resolution, courage with sym- 
pathy, and daring with discretion. The whole 
tace indicates the most painful activity 
mind fully conscious of its 
to meet aggravating surprises 
situations. The eye, which 
is fixed upon some point in the distance, 
is full of fire, and the position erect and firm. 
The face is not as full as a certain familiar 
picture which is said to be a favorit with 
the General's relatives. In most of the 
photographs taken of Gen. Grant during the 
War, all of which were consuited by Mr. 
Kretschmar. his face was rather angular, while 
at the same time bis countenance expressed 
more of the qualities of mind than it did in the 
more peaceful years when he presided at the 
White House. A bust of the President would 
be quite another study, and the artist has con- 
fined bimseif in his search for material to the 
war period. : 

A number of prominent persons called yes- 
terday by invitation to view the work, and 
each highly commended the artist for his suc- 
cess. Mrs. Fred Grant, who saw it a few days 
ago, congiders it the finest bust of the General 
ever made.

NO BOOM THIS YEAR. 


BRADSTREET’S RBPORTS THAT THE FALL 
SPURT HAD NO LIFE IN IT—CHICAGO AD- 
VICES, HOWEVER, SHOW CONFIDENCE— 
FALLURES. 

New York, Oct. 9.—[Special.]—Jobbers, 
manufacturers, agents, and the commercial 
classes generally, as reported by wire to Brad- 
street's this week, very generally recognize not 
only that the fall spirit in business has about 
spent its force, but are inclined to concede that 
there is no likelihood whatever of a boom this 
year. With the exception of a few Southern 
cities, where receipts of cotton have been 
heavier and where trade has been stimulated 
thereby, there is a noteworthy check to the late 
freer purchases of staple goods. This holds true 
except at St. Louis, where the exposition and 
other special influences have contributed to a 
movement of merchandise quite as full as pre- 
viously. At Boston money is easy and some 
lines of trade are quieter, while a few are 
active. There, as at the East generally, dry- 
goods staples are in lighter demand tpan 
during August and September, though some 
better than during the correspondimg week in 
1884. Wool at Eastern markets is quiet and 
prices are unchanged. Boots and shoes con- 
tinue in active request and factoriés are busy. 
Philadelphia markets are not, as a rule, quite 
so firm, and dealers are a shade less confident. 
Retailers are more active there, as at 
many other points, but it is recognized 
that it will take some time for 
the consumotive demand to lessen the interior 
wholesale purchases made within two months 
past. A significant feature is found in the 
New York and Chicago money markets. At 
New York call loan rates have been made at 
2 per cent, against 1@1% per cent éo long prev- 
alent, and at Chicago at 4 per cent as com- 
pared with 3 percent. In Chicago trade cir- 
cles talk is less confident, although opinion in- 
clines to the belief that the improvement 
16 here to stay, and that another 
wave of buymg - will follow the 
last. There is no improvement in 
the iron market. At some centres there is less 
demand for pig than there was last week. Old 
rails are firmer and in fairly active demand. 
Anthracite coal retains the features of im- 
provement noted last week. Provisions are 
less improved than was to be expected, consid- 

the firmness shown by Irdian corn and 
wheat. The excessive output of flour points to 
confidence on the part of millers iu the course 
ot wheat prices in the near future. The quan- 
tity of wheat on passage is still declining, 
and “on the basis of demand and 
supply alone English buyers are likely 
to have to pay materially advanced prices for 
grain later in the #.ason. In the less impor- 

tant grocery staples there is a slightly im- 

proved demand, but tea, sugar. and coffee are 

still dull. Dairy products bave advanced. 

Cotton. after being higher on Brudstreet's un- 

tavorable report last week, has been somewhat 

lower, but with a later reaction to a higher 
level again. 

There were 179 failures in the United States 
during the last week, as compared with 172 the 
preceding week, and with 213, 166, and 126, re- 
spectively, in the corresponding weeks of 1884, 
1883, and 1882. About $4 per cent were those 
of small traders whose capital. was less than 
$5,000. Canada had twenty-five, an increase 
of two.

After a welcoming address by ex- 
Congressman Moulton an adjograment for din- 
ner was taken, when a regular soldiers’ dinuer 
of beans, hardtack, and coffee. was served to 
the veterans, while the crowd lunched from 
baskets. In the afternoon speeches and music 
alternated. A permanent organization was 
effected. Everything went off well and every- 
body was more than satisfied. Next year the 
association will hold a three days’ reunion. 

FRANKLIN GROVE, III., Oct. 9.—Great crowds 
are here attending the Grand Army of the Re- 
public reunion. Many old soldiers are en- 
camped on the grounds the same asin the 
days of 1861-1865. Camp-fires, hardtack, 
and old army stories are in order. A large 
number of houses are deccrated, and many 
arches have been placed across the streets, 
Speaking a welcome to the veterans. Gen. T. 
J. Henderson will speak on Gen. Grant today. 
Probably 10,000 people will be present. 

FRANKLIN Grove, III., Oct, 9.—[Special.]— 
The last day of the soldiers’ reunion here has 
been delightful, bright, and clear. Delegations 
began arriving early and in large numbers. 
Col. A. P. Dysart was chosen commander of 
the grounds. Commander Dey of Post 299 was 
Adjutant. After a few remarks by Col. T. No- 
ble Gen. T. J. Henderson paid an eloquent trib- 
ute to the memory of Gen. U. 8. Grant. He 
said it bad been his pleasure to know Gen.

the Animals Belonging to J. 
E Truman. 
Dr. Paaren Condemns Fifteen, but Stays 


Sentence at the Owner’s Protest 
Until Today. 


A Report that There Is No Pleuro-Pneu- 
monia in Wisconsin—Other Stock 
Diseases. 


— 


BUSHNBLA, III., Oct. 9. [Special. — Thore are 
considerable anxiety and interest here today 
amone those interested in borses because of 
tne infection of a herd of horses belonging to 
J. H. Truman with what is supposed to be 
Flanders. Last spring Mr. Truman brought 
here for sale a consignment of horses from 
Montana. Fourteen of the horses which were 
not disposed of were put in pasture 
here and with them five grade shire 
borses. It was noticed some time since 
that some of the Western animals were die- 
eased, but it was supposed that it was some 
mild distemper. One of them died, and last 
week another. The facts were laid before 
Mayor Kaiser. He caused local pbysicians 
and veterinarians to visit the diseased borses, 
and when they pronounced the symptoms those 
of glanders telerraphed to State-Veterinarian 
Paaren, who answered to quarantine them un- 
til he could come. Thiswas done. Dr. Paaren 
came day before yesterday and is still in 
the city. He immediately pronounced the 
ailment gianders. Five of the horses, 
whieh were unmistakably diseased, ho 
ordered killed, and condemned ten others 
which he deemed infected to be shot. The re- 
maining four shire horses, which have not 
er. 80 badly exposed, he ordered in quaran- 

ne. 

Mr. Truman, who was in Chicago, was tele- 
grapbed for yesterday and came home last 
night. He has entered an earnest protest 
against his horses being killed until he can 
call in expert testimony, and bas telegraphed 
for eminent veterinarians of his acquaintance 
and also for ex-Gov. Potts of Mon- 
tana, who is in Chicago. Dr. Paaren has 
telegraphed the State Live-Stock Commis- 
sioners to come and appraise the infected 
horses ordered killed, and received word that 
they could not come and for him to have the 
horses appraised and proceed at once. He bas 
telegraphed again in consideration of Mr. Tru- 
man’s request for permission to stay proceed- 
ings until tomorrow, so that Mr: Truman's 
Dr. Paaren says there is 
no doubt whatever that the disease is gianders, 
probably brought from Montana. Mr. Truman 
is fatr and reasonable in his demands. He suys 
if the experts he has sent for pronounce 
the disease gianders he will bow to 
the inevitable, but that he does aot want his 
horses slaughtered on the verdict of one man. 
On the other hand, Dr. Paaren is willing to 
delay matters if be can get the sanction of his 
superiors. 

Tonight your correspondent has learned that 
Dr. Paaren received word to delay proceedings 
until tomorrow, and that one of the Live-Stock 
Commissioners would arrive in the morning. 


OTHER STOCK DISEASES... 

MaApison, Wis,, Oct. 9.—|Special.j—State 
Veterinarian V. T. Atkinson rendered his first 
annual report to Gov. Rusk today. Since hig 
appointment in April he has traveled 8,000 
miles within Wisconsin, Lilinois, and Missouri, 
investigating horse and cattle diseases. He 
deciares this State to be wholly free from 
pleuro-pneumonia, but says that during the 
last summer and sprmg several leading Wis- 
consin breeders of Jerseys were very reckless 
in purchasing animals which came from 
lilinois neighborhoods then afflicted with 
the disease. He says that with caution 
there is no immediate fear of the introduc- 
tion of the disease here. Glanders were found 
in the counties of Barron, Buffalo, Chippewa, 
Columbia, Dane, Door, Eau Claire, Iowa, Mon- 
roe, Milwaukee, Trempeaieau, Waukesha, and 
Pierce. In all, thiry-one horses have been 
killed, and in each case the disease was stamped 
out sofar as cases could be discovered. The 
veterinarian found that trading in glandered 
horses was frequently practiced in some paris 
of the State, especially in Pierce and St. 
Croix Counties, notwithstanding the laws 
opposing such practice. In the counties men- 
tioned horses are run across the State 
line to avoid inspection. He thinks this trou- 
bie can readily be overcome by coOperation 
with the Minnesota authorities. Fully two- 
thirds of his correspondence is in regard to the 
giandered horses. The disease bas spread so 
rapidly that he has been unable to attend to 
all cases coming to his notice. Hog-oholera, or 
swine-plague, has prevailed during the last 
year in Buffalo, Columbia, Dane, Manitowoc, 
and Rock Counties. The report says there is 
no doubt this disease is purely contagious and 
does not exist in this State except when 
introduced. Many farmers have been found 
seiling diseased hogs, and will be prosecuted 
therefor. Anthrax among cattle has made its 
‘appearance in the Counties of Fond du Lac, 
Jefferson, Monroe, and Waukesha. The loss 
has not exceeded thirty head, most of which 
were young animals. The outbreaks were all 
traceabie to local influences. Ergot was found 
in a herd of cattle in Green County. Ten of 
the sixteen animals were affected and five died. 
The troubie was in the hay fed. . Scab in sheep 
appeared in only one flock, and that in Fond 
du Lae County. Thirty were destroyed 
and the remainder were cured. The 
sheep had been brought from Chicago. 
The veterinarian says that his attention 
has been called to only three cases of tuber- 
culosis, or lung- consumption, in cattle—one in 
Kenosha and two in St. Croix County. He ap- 
prehends no trouble from this disease. But 
few cases exist in the State. 

LIxcoLN, III., Oct. 9.-—[Special. oe 
has been ragmg here for the last week, and 
many farmers have lost nearly all their stock. 
Some report losses as high as 150 head. The 
disease is spreading rapidly. 

Des MOINES, ia., Oct. 9.—Gov. Sherman to- 
day issued a proclamation raising the quaran- 
tine against the importation of cattle trom II- 
linois and Missouri. The proclamation states 

from the reports of the State Veter- 
inarian, the Governor is Satisfied that no con- 
tagious cases of pleuro-pneumonia exist 
among the cattie of those States. 

Paris, III., Oct. 9.— Special. — The farmers 
from Bruilletts Township in this county say 
they have lost heavily this season from hog 
cholera, but say that the disease is gradually . 
dying out. One farmer said that he lost all of 
bis hogs in 1877, but bas not been troubled 
with cholera since. He gave as his opinion 
that the quinsy that some hogs bad was a fore- 
runner of cholera and bad noticed that in every 
case bogs that were troubled with quiusy had 
cholera afterwards. 

Brannon, Wis,, Oct. 9.—-/Special. |—Large 
numbers of hogs are dying daily with cholera 
in the viciaity of Cambria.

She found living, tuition, 
and other expenses so very much more than 
she had expected that she was not willing to 
commence ber work until she bad realized 
sufficient money to see her through her 
studies.

If you want a good proof of it go 
any day to these large tea-stores where the 
proprietor gives away a piece of crockery ora 
sliver-plated spoon with every pound of tea. 
You will fin? women coming there to buy from 
districts miles away. They realiy spend more 
in car-fare and time than the gift is worth, be- 
sides getting an inferior grade in their pur- 
chase. The proprietor, however, knows their 
weakness and profits according'y.”’ 

Are there any temale brokers in business 
in New York?’’ 

None that I know of. Men brokers, how- 
ever, have their female aids—women like Vic 
Woodhull and Tennie Claflin—and these women 
are powerful allies, I can tell you.“ 

** What is their method of operating?“ 

“It depends upon circumstances, As a rule, 
they seek the confidence of some recently-be- 
reaved widow—one, bear in mind, that has not 
been left moneyiess. Then they proceed to 
advise her agaiost trusting the wicked men in 
matters of business, invariably winding up by 
recommending their banker or broker as the 
man above all others to look after her affairs. 
The same plan is followed with young girls 
who succeed to legacies or young vomen from 
the country who come to the city looking for 
safe investments for their savings.”’ 

„As a class, what women do you think have 
the greatest use for a broker?” 

** Actresses. There is hardly an actress in 
America today—that is, one of any note—that 
does not dabble more or less in stocks. The 
reason for this is, Isuppose, that uo class of 
men become more intimate with ladies in the 
theatrical profession than the banker and the 
broker. Confidence, of course, begets confi- 
dence, and in a short time tae actress has made 
the plunge into the financial maelstrom. There 
is an up-town firm of brokers whose business 
is almost entirely made up of orders from 
prominent actresses. Mrs. Langtry, Lotta, 
Maggie Mitchell, Rose Coghian, Modjeska, 
Mary Anderson, Fanny Davenport, and others 
of equal fame all have a nice little bundle of 
good-paying stocks, and, as a rule, are ready 
to buy more.” 


A League of Paris Women. 

The Leacue for the Protection of Women is 
the creation of Mile.

Reform in Japanese Hair- Dressing. 

After five-and-twenty years of foreign inter- 
course, says the Japan Moil, we find a society 
formed, now for the first time, witb the object 
ot introducing Western modes of hair-dressing 
for Japanese women. That it is a society of 
males need not suprise any one who remem- 
bers how complete is the subjection of the 
weaker sex in Japan The women of 
this country may be trusted not to in- 
augurate any change affecting their ap- 
pearance unless they are well assured 
beforehand ot its acceptability to their 
lords and masters. Were it otherwise, they 
would not long have remained faithful to fash- 
ions which belong to the days of queues and 
balf-shaved polls. For even after every allow- 
ance 1s made for the effect of custom in mold- 
ing taste, it is bard to see how the looking-glass 
of a Japanese lady can mislead her in this mat- 
ter. If che canons of any recognized art pre- 
scribed dumb-bells or tea-pot handles as mod- 
els for the coifféeur’s imitation, there might be 
something to say for a fashion which builds 
and piasters hair into such similitudes. Yet, 
after all, it is presumptuous to found any 
arguments upgn arbitrary principles of grace 
or taste. The simple plaits of a Western lady's 
hair may outrage the notions ofthe Japanese 
guite as much as their curious superstructures 
startle us. Moreover, Europe, too, has puffs 
and chignons which, in point of absurdity, 
yield nothing to the tabu and kamojiof the 
Japanese. Our glass houses, therefore, reuder 
stone-throwing dangerous. In other directions, 
however, the grounds of objection are firmer. 
There cannot be conceived a more uncomforta- 
ble or injurious way of dressing the hair than 
that of tbe Japanese. It subjects the hair to a 
perpetual strain and condemns the head to use 
a pillow which is little better than an instru- 
ment of torture. A fine lady has her hair 
dressed ten times a month and pays 10 sen for 
each operation. People to whom economy is 
an object content themselves with six manipu- 
lations and pay from three to six sen pér ma- 
nipulation. Throughout the Empire there 
are about 9,000,000 women of over 17 
and under 50 years of age. If 
we suppose that, on the average, these 
women devote 20 sen per month to bairdress- 
ing purposes, the whole expense thus incurred 
is fully 21,000,000 yen annually. Such figures 
as these are, however, more curious than use- 
ful. They may igfluence enthusiasts who 
found societies, but they will not induce any 
budding beauty to curtail the visits of her 
hairdresser. Ine promoters of the new re- 
form. will do well to dwell rather on the 
charms of simplicity, and on the in- 
comparably greater comiort enjoyed by the 
European lady, who unbinds her hair every 
night, than py the Japanese who poises the 
base of her tightly-festooned skull upon a lit- 
tie block of wood and paper. For our own 
part, we are ungallant enough to hope that the 
proposed reform will not stop at the head. We 
should like to see the Japanese ladies wear 
clothes that will permit them to sit on chairs 
instead of coiling themselves upon mats, and 
foot-gear that will allow them to walk instead 


ot shuffling, But these are delicate subjects.

First, have the material upon which the 
floral design is outlined in chalk mounted, or 
rather stretched on a stiff ad then mix 
ordinary oil paints or enamel colors with a 
little turpentine or mastic varnish. Having 
reduced them to the consistency of butter 
take them up on your palet-knite and scrape 
them off this onto the edge of a small tin 
palet. Then, having the  aifferent 
shades of the flower to be produced 
already on the tin palet, take an 
ordinary steel pen, with very broad shoulders, 
and carefully and firmly scrape up @ small 
quantity of the paint, transfer it to the desiga 
by sticking the point of the pen firmly into the 
outline, turn it sharply over, and the paint will 
be left on the design. After carefully outlin- 
ing the whole flower in this way wipe the pen 
perfectly clean and proceed to stroke down the 
rim of paint firmly, closely, and finely, which 
will produce a series of iines, each line repre- 
senting a crewel stitch. For the veins of leaves 
and flowers the paint is merely laid finely on 
with a pen, not atroked down. For te centres 
of such flowers as daisies and sunflowers the 
paint is laid on in one thick lump and then 
punched with the point of a coarse pin till the 
desired effect is produced. More brilliant ef- 
fects are attained by using goid and silver 
conjunction with bright colors.
